muzzles of the rifles, and they were 
loaded with powder and slugs in 
preparation for whatever might hap- 
pen. The Hskimos.on landing never 
moved about without large knives, 
sharpened on both: sides; . they _per- 
formed their “shopping” with these 
weapons never out of their hands, and 
Mr.: Hodgson states that a.close watch 
had to be kept on them during the dur- 
ation of. their: stay. 
:. One’ of the customs. of the ‘Eskimo 
was. that when one of their number 
died, a person of equal rank must ac- 
company him to the “happy. hunting 
grounds,” and on one’ occasion © Mr. 
Hodgson was selected for the - pur- 
pose. During the winter’ word came 
up from the mouth of. the. Mackenzie 
that one of the younger chiefs. had 
died; and that as. Mr.: Hodgson ».was 
the chief celebrity in the neighbor- 
hood, he had been selected for: sacri- 
fice. 'Th head chief would: come: to 
the Fort In the spring for the purpose 
of killing him. The place from where 
the message emanated “was at a 
point about 120 miles down the.Arc- 
tic coast, and twice during the winter 
messengers arrived bringing confirma:
